Vmw York, May Si.— A dispatch by way 
of Europe announced some days ago the 
total abolition of slavery in the empire of 
Brazil by act of parliament There was no 
Informotioa given in relation to tbe ooodi- 



was accomplished. No oommunioation con- 
cerning it was received by the representative 
of Brasil in Washington, or at the Brazilian 
eonsulata in this city. A rep<jrter has 
learned, however, from Baron Thomson, of 
Rio Janeiro, now residing in this o^ty, all 
tha oireamstaaoaa eoonaottd with tha raeant 
deoree. 

Benor Dom Heltor Baaoa Cordeiro, chief 
of the police departmnet ot Wo Janeiro, is 
at present a guest of Baral noaaon, hav- 
ing arrived In Xew Torit a Caw days ago to 
study the police system of tha Unltsd BtatfS, 
aad to spend soma time In travfjL FMn 
him tbe baron had reoeivad antbantlo Infor- 
mation concerning the recent histwy of the 
emancipation movement in Rraeil. 

"The passage of the law referred to," he 
said, "was anticipated for a long time. For 
rears past the emperor, Dom Pedro, bad set 
nls mind on effecting the abolition of slavery 
in the empire. 

"As for bock as 1871 a law was pa.«.sed for 
the gradual emancipation of the vast slave 
population, but it was badly administered, 
and in many places not enforced at all. A 
more strifigent law was passed in 188A, 
where all persons bom in slavery should be 
free at the age of twepty-one, and all slaves 
over sixty yaafB 9t «|a ihoald ba entitled to 
liberty. 

"To fncilitflt^ the operation of thi'^ law, a 
deduction of B per cent for each year was 
made in the value of each slave, and a tax of 
6 per cent, on all iinpoi^ and internal taxes 
was imposed for the government emancipa- 
tion fund. Voluntary societies for buying 
up slaves sprang up in almost every city, 
and one province freed alHts slaves by pay- 
ing the masters the government valuation. 
Btill, the emp'-ror was not satisfleil with the 
slowness of this progress, and through his 
influence, a bill for tbe immediate emancipa- 
tion of the slaves was intrad«Md into par- 
liament at each session. 

"On leaving Rio .Janeiro for his European 
tour last July he passed tbe helm of affairs 
to bis (laughter Isabella, the princess re- 
gent, with tbe injunction that she would 
leave no meaas unexercised to bring about 
tbe passage of the emancipation bill. The 
bill was presented and the ministry, refusing 
to pam It, raaigned. A new ministry was 
formed aad tha bill waa passed l^botb 
houses. 

"It had been the intertion of the parlia- 
ment on thy advent of the new ministry to 
pass the bill on the day of the ern))eror'M re 
turn to Rio Janeiro as a compliment to bis 
nmjesty, but after more serious consireration 
they concluded fo act at one and not leave so 
important a matter to chance. 

"A condition of the new law requires that 
all the emancipated negroes now on the 
coffee plantations must remain there until 
the next coffee crop is gathered in, but in 
the meantime they are to reooive a stnall 
rate of wages from their former owners. 
Tba frsedmen, during this period, shall not 
ba lookad np in their quarters as formerly, 
and may, ouUride oi the working hoars, go 
where they please within oartoln Ilmita The 
former owners rsoelvo no oompenaation, the 
goTemnMQt holding that thay hava besn 
soAolantiy oonpaatotad alrmidy by 
fmits ol IM onpald labor of the slavia la tha

Every nigbt since at exactly the same hour 
there is a similar occurrence. Tbe people 
now prepare for them by building fires and 
putting; veesdsoC water to destroy tham 

they fall. 

Professor B. Vondahulen, a scientist of 

noto, has visited tbe plaoe so as to witness 
this phenomena. He bos examined the bug, 
and a.BMirt«i that he bus never found it before 
in this country. It is a species that is pecu- 
liar to the southern part of Africa, and a 
few years ago rained down upon the people 
of that section every nigbt for six months 
in the year. The bug is about the size of the 
June bug, black and rough, with long, 
pointed gausy wings. It Is harmless, and 
diss soon after touching the grounti

Nkw York, May 21.— R. G. Dun & Com- 
pany's weekly review of trade says: la 
spite of the nnbonndlng and aneonqosrabla 
vitality o( the country, periods of tamporarx 
hssitation or reaction are Inevitable, and ona 

has appareiily iieen reached. But for the 
movement of foreign capital this way to pay 
for bonds and stocks a heavy outgo of gold 
would be re<iuired to meet tbe excess of 
imports over oxporte. Success in borrow- 
ing foreigi. money to pay for imports makes 
the market for securities strong and money 
here is superabundant But meanwhile col- 
lections at an increasing number of pointo in 
the Interior ara slow; the caution of boyara 
checks production in Important indnaWtaSi 
and crop prospects are not flattering.

The Gomelison Habeas Corpus Case 
at LottisTilla Daeidad AdToraaly 
To tha Prlaoiar. 



John J. Comelison, the assailant of 

the lamented Judge Rt-id, will have to 
aeivd his sentence. Ilia friends have 
been persistant and untiring in their 
efforts to secnre his release, and five 
habeas corpus writs have been heard. 
The trial of the laat wan noncludf(' at 
Louisville Saturday, bdfore Judge Toney 
of the Law and Equity Court, the decis- 
ion being adverse to the prisoner. 

The Court held that the qaestion in- 
volved wia merely as to whether the 

prisoner is tectinicilly in legal custody; 
snd argued that the writ was in no sense 
a writ ol error, and can only ba used 
prior to conviction. Further, that after 
conviction, the only remedy left is to 
carry the case to a hii^er court, and 
when that court has settled tho law and 
the facts, there is no further appeal. That 
to allow the writ of habeas corpus 
meant the release of the prisoner, which 
would re^jult in rendering useless the de- 
cision ot the Court of Appeals, that de- 
cides and settles the law of the land. 
The first ground alleged by the petition 
iIkiI he (the prisoner) is hell c iii'r.try to 
lawmust therefore be declared iusulhcient. 
The second ground, th it the relesse of 
(yornelison by 'S(i'iire S^t ifer slioiilil have 
granted the prisoner bis liberty forever. 
Is wholly unparalleled for Its snomalous 
niitiire in all history of It^'al proceedings, 
for a Justice of the i'eace has overruled 
1 he Court of Appeals. Judge Toney also 
contended that the removal of the prison- 
er from Mt. Sterling to the county j il 
in Louisville merely changed the place of 
confinement, and is autboriz>>d l>y the 
statute. The third ground was therefore 
declared insufficient. Finally, in summing 
up the issues, the Judge announced as 
his oiunion thst it was manifest that the 
only course for the Court to pursue was 
to remand the prisoner to the cas ody of 
the Jsller. 

A special says after the decision Oor- 
nelison, though bitterly disappointed, 
gave no outward signs of it, and arose, 

shook hands with all whom he knew, 
and marched away to jail with Turnkey 
Kelley. Cornelison h-.is served fourteen 
months' impris'-nment, and b:>8 twenty- 
two weary ones before his term will have 
expired. He will probably ba kept in 
the Jail at Louisville.
